There is a murder committed during a train robbery pulled off by gunman James 
Cagney and his gang. Escaping with $300,000 and a wounded henchman, the band takes 
refuge in a remote mountain cabin where Margaret Wycherly, Cagney’s mother who 
has fostered his criminal career, waits with Virginia Mayo, his faithless wife. When 
T-Men enter the case, the gang disbands, and Cagney, to avoid connection with the train 
episode, gives himself up for a lesser crime. In prison he shares a cell with Edmond 
O’Brien, an undercover T-Man working on the case. When Cagney learns that his mother 
has been killed attempting to keep Virginia from eloping with his chief aide, he breaks 
out, with O’Brien an unwilling companion. Safe at the mountain lodge, Cagney plots 
revenge and an ingenious payroll holdup. His first plan meets with success, but sur- 
rounded by police high up in the framework of the chemical plant, scene of the holdup, 
the gangster is at last brought down in a hail of bullets.

Ma’s moun- 
tain hideaway, where the Cag- 
ney mob hides out after the rob- 
bery was filmed at Warner Bros. 
Calabasas ranch. 

The wham ending of the pic- 
ture is staged, most spectacularly, 
in the Long Beach plant of one of 
Southern California’s largest 
chemical and refining companies.
